The experiences of tho R# vs.'B ear 
and Turner iu the Philippines would 
alone till a volume of varied adven­ 
ture. Night and day on one tour they 
traveled through almost impassable 
swamps in clumsy ox carts, aud bare­ 
ly escaped drowning more than once 
while descending swift rapids on a 
rudely built raft. 
In South America, from the Equator 
to Cape Horn, the Bible carriers are 
on the march, and the political revo­ 
lutions, wars, storms, poisonous rep­ 
tiles, and a thousand other obstacles 
only increase their enthusiasm.

llamas over tho great passes of the 
Aqdes between Bolivia and Peru; or 
again on the beads of cannibal coolies 
around the base of the Mountains of 
the Mooa,«e«r -the source of old Fath­ 
er Nile; on camel-badc across the 
burning deserts of Nubia and Arabia 
ijie Stony; or in flal-bottoraed boats 
towed by man-hauled baml>oo cables, 
through the stupendous gorges of the 
Yang-tse. 
The men who do this work 
are 
trained explorers who often fall by the 
way victims to wild beasts, disease, 


ri**s Bibles to the Arab tribes east of 
the Jordan, and in the Arabian des­ 
ert. They pay for the book in eggs. 
From Bangkok, in Siam, we hear from 
the Rev. John Carrington, who works 
the whole of this remote empire. It 
must have been awkward when one of 
his buffaloes, hitched to a cart con­ 
taining Testaments in Starnes# and 
Laos, suddenly bolted and scattered 
boxes and beds along the swampy 
track for half a mile. 
Or. again, we find Mr. Carrington 
using tiger skins for the binding of 
his Bibles, and holding weird auction 
sales of his books under the tamarind 


ants, organized into committees the 
world over. Their work is supervised 
and 
financed 
from 
headquarters, 
whore editorial sub-committees com­ 
posed of eminent philological experts 
meet every month. In one year such 
a committee will have m atters before 
It in 200 different languages! Iii fact 
the diversity of the world's speech is 
a staggering thing when one goes into 
it. l«ist year the Scriptures were sold 
iu 20 different tongues in the Austrian 
Empire, and 50 in Russia! 
Our hundreds of thousands of poly­ 
glot immigrants are met on the* very 
threshold of th** Land of Liberty and 
trees of Samoi island. 300 railes down J a Bibb* is put into their hands in their 


from a few’ tarpaulins, until help ar­ 
rives from Icliang or some other con­ 
siderable town. 
Robbery is Frequent. 
In Asiatic Turkey tho patient Bible 
man with his pack on his back is oft­ 
en attacked by Kurdish brigands, or 
robbed in overcrowded khans, where 
he has perhaps stayed a night or two, 
delayed by the terrible roads and brok 
en bridges. 
In Siam and the Laos 
• states at this moment the Rev. John 
Carrington is traveling on elephants 
and through devious waterways 
by 


the west coast of the Gulf of Slam, 
says a writer in til*' Now York Times. 
I can but briefly touch on the adven­ 
tures of William Laughton in his boat 
on the Yang-tse, which lie rented for 
330 taels and then loaded up with Bi­ 
bles. only to run on some rocks and 
become a total wreck. Indeed, were 
it not for the skill of the native track­ 
ers and “towers” in handling th** bam­ 
boo pumps it ic possible that 
Mr. 
Laughton would have lost his Bibles, 
if not his life. 
In many instances 
the 
book 
is 
thought to possess magical attributes. 
Among the Miranda people, iii Central 
Africa, an old man bought a Bibl** and 
said: “Would it be safe for me to keep 
this book in the house, or must I build 
a place for it out doors?” 
Nor are dark tragedies unknown 
among the Bible pioneers. 
The Rev. 
II. J. Johnson once dropped down th** 
great Yang-tse in a houseboat laden 
with Testaments. Ho was accompani­ 
ed only by a trusted Chinese colpor­ 
teur. For nineteen years nothing more 
was heard of either. Then the tragic 
story came to light. Johnson and his 
man had landed at an inland town to 
sell their Bibles. But the first night 
a fire broke out and burned down 
many houses with much loss of life. 
Next day native mischief-makers at­ 
tributed the disaster to the evil in­ 
fluence of the “Foreign Devil!” And 
before the white man and his assist­ 
ant could get back to their houseboat 
they were set upon by a mob and mur­ 
dered with every circumstance of cru­ 
elty. 
Turning to bleak Siberia, we find 
an unobtrusive hero and his wife sail­ 
ing on un open raft with half a ton of 
Scriptures down the great Lena river. 
“Great vigilance was necessary,” he 
says, “for many murders had been 
committed by the wild tribes. I w ould 
sleep from It p. rn. to 2 a. rn., whtre 
my wife watched. Then as soon as it 
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before her marriage to the Baron Speck Von Sternberg, Em bassador from 
Germany, the Baroness was a noted Kentucky belle; she is regarded as the 
most beautiful woman in official life at W ashington.

He sticks out ills head. shifts and 
extends his whigs, which arc lateral 
aeroplanes, and then elevates or de­ 
presses his tail. By causing his favor­ 
ite chanticleer on his farm, near Fort 
Plain, to go through various ♦*xp**rl- 
ments on this phalangeal roost, Wil­ 
liam Morgan has evolved a flying ma­ 
chine which he now holies to send 
through the air. 
He has a small model, which he 
sends hillier and thither, ami it has 
the movement of a surprised chicken 
just shooed from its porch. 
The 
small model, which he has patented, 
can be made* to fly a t, any,tim e by 
simply winding up the rubber bands 
which form I ho motive power of tho 
two propellers iii front, 
Of the big air ship its Inventor said, 
when seen at the Victoria Hotel, a 
Lowery lodging house; 
“I would have it merely skim along. 
It would, of course, have abundant 


space to clear the 20-foot propellers 
from the earth. 
It does not need a 
gas bag. 
There are two large pro­ 
f ile r s in front and the machine can 
be steered by varying their number 
of revolutions. 
"It is kept. up by the motion of the 
p ro filers, and when they cease to 
move tic* aeroplanes take such a po- 
sit ion that the machine cannot come 
down hard, but will settle gradually.”

suspect. 
Thus 
when 
translating the New Testam ent into 
Eskimo the phrase “Lamb 
of God” 
had to be rendered “Little Dog,” oth 
crwlse it would have been entirely 
meaningless to the little fur-clad men 
who have never seen a sheep! 
And of course there is no thought 
of profit. Our Bible society sells a well­ 
made Gospel in his own tongue to a 
Congo cannibal for the equivalent of 
2 cents; a New Testament for 5, and a 
complete Bible for 15 cents. All kinds 
of “money” are taken in exchange, 
ranging from ivory tusks to a basket 
of bread-fruit, a few leopard skins, or 
even a baby camel. 
Long before Tiller, was opened by 
tho British, the New Testam ent wus 
being printed in Tibetan at Choom, 
high up in the Himalaya*, and carried 
back and forth to Lhassa by Hindu 
and Buddhist traders. Only Abyssinia 
and Nepal are now closed to the Bible 
army; but it is thought that the old 
Emperor Menelik at least will soon 
capitulate. At all events, he recently 
sent a magnificent pair of elephant’s 
tusks to the British Bible house in 
Ix>ndon, with a flowery letter in An* 
harlc from “The Conquering Lion cd

iiWILD” MAN 
IS ARRESTED. 


W as Dancing Without Clothes in the 
Shadow of a Market House. 


Baltimore. Md.—A man rushed up 
to Patrolman Geraghty as he was pa­ 
trolling P ratt street, shortly after I 
o’clock in the morning, and exclaim­

A MILITARY ROAD TO YUKON 


Canada Is Building 1,600 Mile Trail to 
Back Door of Geld Region. 


Edmonton. B 
t \ - An important 
work that is being carried on by th** 
Dominion government in tin* Canadian 
northwest, concerning which p«*ople iii 
general know but little, is the build­ 
ing at a military road from ibis city 
to th** Yukon territory. For two years 
»he construction has been under way 
in charge of 
th** 
royal 
northwest 
mounted police. 
From Edmonton the road stretches 
TO miles away to Fort St. John on the 
Peace river, ami then takes an almost 
direct course over the Rocky moun­ 
tains for 200 miles to Fort Graham, in 
British Columbia, and thence in 
a 
northwesterly direction for TOO miles 
more to A til n. Thin long trail of 1,600 
miles lies through a region but little 
civilized, and where nature at times 
opposes lier sterile barriers. 
It is not a wide road -only eight 
f e e t- and at regular Intervals of 20 
miles small log houses are erected 
as halting places. 
The principal work 
so far has l>een from the eastern side 
of the Rocky mountains, and last fall 
the construction party, under the com­ 
mand of (’apt. Carnies, reached Fort 
graham , where they 
have 
wintered. 
This summer, another party of work­ 
men, under Inspector McDonald 
el 
Whitehorse, will push the work from 


Atlin until the two forces meet, which 
they hope to do before winter. 
And tho purpose of it is because one 
of Canada's richest treasure houses, 
the golden Klondike, lies cooped up 
beyond th** great mountains. 
Tho 
two front doors to this country lie in 
the United Stat* s territory of Alaska 
—one opening in from Skagway by> 
means of the W hite pass and Y’ukon 
railway, the other further north, the, 
estuary of th** Yukon river 
at 
S t 
Michael.
